HILE the whole world is talking of war, 
W 1200 men and women will meet in 
St. Louis this.week to talk of and for 

peace. 

They will-come as delegates from states, cities, 
institutions and organizations to the Fourth 
American Peace Congress, which opens Thursday 
morning at the Odeon, and continues through 
Saturday, with supplemental meetings next .Mon- 
day. Many more will come to attend the eon- 
gress, all .cf.whose-sessions are open to’ the 
public, and to take advantage of reduced rafiroad 
Yates. | 

Two delegates will pre-eminently attract atten- 
tion. These will be Andrew Carnegie, builder of 
the Hague peace temple and of the Pan-Ametican 
Onion edifice in Washington, who is backing the 
world-peace movement with millions which were 
made partly in the sale of armor plates and. other. 
Munitions of war; and William J. Bryan, Secre- 
tary of State, who will stop here on the return 
from his peace mission to California, and who 
. will tell of his new and broad plan for estab- 
Ushing peace between the United States and the 
nations of the world. 

Mr. and Mrs. Carnegie—for the ironmaster’s 
wife is to accompany him on the first visit he 
has made to St. Louis since the Eads. Bridge was 
built—will arrive in the city Wednesday evening, 
ind will be taken to the new mansion of Robert 
8. Brookings, on Forsythe road, south of Wash- 
Ington University. He is scheduled to. address 
the congress at the opening session Thursday 
norning, and to speak again at the Odeon in 
the afternoon. Thursday night he will be the 
guest of Mr. Brookings at a dinner to which a 
pumber of educators have been invited. Friday 
» aight he will preside at a méeting in the Third 
Baptist Church. Mr. and Mrs. Carnegie will 
probably_remain in St. Louis until Saturday 
svening. : 


BRYAN’S ADDRESS TO BE THE 
OLIMAX OF THE CONFERENCE 


ECRETARY BRYAN is not expected before 
Saturday, and he will have to hurry to 
get here then, but he can do it, according 


lo printed train schedules, and he said, before 


leaving Washington for Sacramento Thursday 
evening, that he expected to keep the St. Louis 
engagement. 

He is scheduled for an address at 4 p. m. Sat- 
urday, and for another address at the night ses- 
sion. It may be that he will not arrive in time 
t? make the first of these scheduled talks. 

It has been semi-officially stated that his prin- 
cipal address before the ¢@hgress will be a full 
explanation and defense of his plan for compre- 
hensive arbitration treaties between the United 
States and the principal wdérld powers. This will 
form, it is expected, the climax of the congress. 

While the subject of peace is an international 
one, the St. Louis meeting is not, in its title, an 
international meeting. But it will have an in- 
ternational, or at least a Pan-American feature, 
in that Canadians and the ambassadors of Latin- 
American nations will attend, the latter as ac- 
credited delegates from their nations. Among 
these will be the envoys of Chile and Argentina, 
which placed on their mountain border line a 
statue of Christ as a pledge of perpetual peace; 
ambassadors or attaches of the legations of Boli- 


via, Colombia, Costa Rica, San Domingo, 

Ecuador, Guatemala, Haiti, Nicaragua, Panama, 

Peru, Uruguay and Venezuela. The Mexican 

Government, at the time when conditions were 

most warlike in that country, accepted an in- 

vitation to send delegates.

reys and by the iniquities of the ‘star 
chamber.’ Such was the state of judicial 
sdministration at that time that when 
the reformers set about to remodel the 
criminal procedure they were compelled 
to hold in view not only the danger that 
a guilty man might be convicted on in- 
sufficient evidence, but the more serious 
and equally probable contingency that 
an innocent man might be convicted on 
no evidence at all. 

“It was at such a period that an im- 
portance hardly to be overestimated at- 
tached to the idea that it was better 
for a hundred guilty men to escape 
than’ that one innocent man should 
suffer. In consequence the criminal pro- 
cedure of England was encumbered, and 
properly encumbered at that time, with 
a hundred devices whose object was to 
afford ample protection to innocent peo- 
ple, even if such protection could only 
be purchased at the price of guilty per- 
sons left unpunished. 

Protection From Tyranny. 

“With a view to protecting the peo- 
ple of this country from such tyrannies 
as had existed in England the framers 
of our Constitution adopted our Bill of 


Rights, under which judicial interpre- 
tation has expanded the protection of 
the innocentto such an extent that a 
haven has been created for the guilty. 

“So deep seated was the impression of 
danger from judicial malice or sub- 
servience that three centuries have not 
sufficed td bring home to the people of 
this country a realization that safe- 
guards which were necessary in the face 
of seventeenth century tyranny are no 
longer necessary under the mild rule of 
twentieth century democracy. 

“It is surely not in this country and 
in this century, with trials conducted 
in public, with newspapers eager to re- 
port every detall of the evidence, of the 
pleadings and of the judge's charge, 


’ that an innocent man need fear convic- 
‘tion. 


As a matter of fact, it is society 
which has reason to fear that it will 
not be adequately protected against its 
criminal members. 

Revuision of Feeling. 

“T believe, however, that a strong re- 
vulsion of feeling is taking place in 
regard to the ineffective administration 
of the criminal law, from which wo 
have suffered so much. This sentiment 
has recently been expressed forcibly m 


several decisions of our highest courts. 
“For instance, the United States Su- 
preme Court in Brown vs. Ellicott, has 
said: “The Constitution of the United 
States is not intended as a facility for 
crime, but to prevent oppression; its 
letter and its spirit are satisfied if, 
where a criminal purpose is executéd, 
that criminal purpose be punished.’ 
“The same court, in Evans vs. 
States, stated: * * * It should, 
all, be borne in mind that the

ON THE JOB. 

If you are going to be a servant, be a good 
oné. It pays. To his American servants—or 
shall we employ the euphemism “help?”’—Pier- 
pont Morgan left $1000 apiece. But to his En- 
glish servants he gave life annuities of $1250. 
Why did he do better by the English servants? 
A small boy could answer that. Because they 
did better by themselves. They were better 
servants. if 

We are all servants of one kind or another, and 
the rewards of life come through service. With 
a proud distaste for what they regard as menial, 
Americans are prone to slight their tasks, dream- 
ing of advancement through becoming something 
different. Many of us are too proud to succeed. 
Instead of making our own job a matter of pride 
we are consumed with envy of the next fellow. 
Instead of perfecting our own job, we are dream- 
ing about his. The butler’s mind is on the chef’s 
work. The bricklayer at work is thinking of 
what the plasterer is doing. Whén everybody 
attends to everybody else’s business nobody's 
bissiness is attended to. Also’we like to grumble 
about the Government, other people’s greed, the 
weather, bad luck, what not, and lay our own 
shortcomings anywhere that they do not.belong. 
It is more comfortable to blame remote general 
conditions than recognize specific ones nearer 
home, The busybody and the sloth alike waste 
their energies and both complain of their jobs, 
but it never occurs to either of them to complain 
0; themselves. 

But it is as true of American servants, as true 
of all of us, as of the British and of man in 


‘general, that his best hope of advancement lies 


through his own excellence on his own job. The 
job in hand is the great opportunity for all of us. 

If it is desirable to outgrow your job there is 
only one way to do it—through excellence. If 
you are a butler, do not be too proud to buttle 
with the best of them. If you are a chauffeur, 


~“Chauff with a will and a wit. If you are a tallow 


candler, then candle with might and main and 
mind. If you are a gas fitter, fit gas. If you 
are a clerk, clerk like sixty—and soon it will be 
a hundred and sixty.. If you are a contractor, 
contract as hard as you can and you will expand. 
Whatever you are, insurance agent, saleslady, 
grocer, banker, newsboy, railroad president, floor 
walker, sign painter or anything else, excellence 
in your own work will carry you along. If you 
can’t outgrow your job you can force the job to 
srow to keep up with you. The important thing 
is that you grow. 

What a great country we could make of it, and 
what an industrial race of ourselves, if, as a 
wise Irishman said, “Every man would blaze 
away like h—1 on his own job!”” That would spell 
industrial perfection, economy, individual char- 
acter and almost social Utopia. 
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Albort, of Belgium, is wise {n his generation. 
He evidently has no desire to join Manuel, of 
Portugal, in founding the modern order of Kings 
without Thrones. But his future depends upon 
how the Belgian Government carries out its 
pledges regarding suffrage. It is not likely that 
the Belgian voting majority will permit treachery 
to go unpunished.

INEQUITABLE TARIFF TAXES. 

There is an intimation from Washington that 
the tariff on cattle will be eliminated from the 
tariff bill by the Democgats on the ground that 
it is inequitable to put meat on the free list and 
‘keep a tax of 10 per cent on cattle.. Moreover, 
it is impractical because either the price of cattle 
ir. this country will have to be brought to the 
level of the price of outside cattle or the manufac- 
turers of meat products will be unable to compete 
with outside meat producers. 

The American packing industry would be en- 
dangered because the packers would find it 
cheaper to move the industry out of the United 
States Where cattle are untaxed and ship free 
méat into the United States. 

In_the end the packing interests of the United 
States would be driven to Canada or elsewhere 
ard the price of American cattle would sink to the 
level of the outside market. 

The same criticism applies to the tax on wheat 
and oats with free flour and free oatmeal and 
relled oats. If the tax on wheat were effective 
tc raise the price of American wheat the Ameri- 
can flour mills would be unable to compete with 
Canadian flour milis.. We would drive our flour 
milling industry to Canada and the price of 
American wheat would sink to the level of Cana- 
dian wheat, in short it would have to be sold 
abroad in competition with the wheat of the 
world. If it is ineffective why levy it and menace 
our flour industry? 

The strongest objection to these taxes on the 
raw materials is that they violate Democratic 
principle. They are inequitable. They tax food. 
To tax the raw materials of food and place the 
products made out of them on the free list is 
neither just nor practical. 

We want to abolish the system of privilege 
which has enriched. favored manufacturers at the 
expense of the people, but we do not want to 
place our manufacturers at a disadvantage in 
competition with the manufacturers of other 
countries. 

The public is not deceived by the statement 
that these taxes are needful for revenue. They are 
sops to the farmers and cattle raisers, but in the 
long run they will benefit neither. Nor are farm- 
ers and cattle raisers likely to be deceived by 
them. They recognize the futility of protecting the 
raw material and untaxing the manufactured 
product. 

The curse of the protective system is the poli-| 
tics of privilege. ‘Peaxes have been levied to win 
votes regardless of principle. The Democrats have 
yielded to temptation in these taxes. They should 
correct the schedules by the standard of justice 
they have set up in the party’s pledges. How can 
they reconcile this bidding for votes with tax 
favors with the President’s denunciation of the 
system by which tariff privileges have been sold 
for political support? 

The Democrats should come to the bar of public 
opinion in the case against privilege with clean 
hands. Let us have a logical and equitable free 
list. Give us free food.

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MISSOURI AT ELLIS ISLAND. 

A contestant for the Post-Dispatch prize of $100 
for the Ten Best Reasons Why People Should 
Come to Missouri remarks that “Missouri has not 
been officially represented at Castle Garden or 
any port of entry in the United States in the past 
20 years.”” He means Ellis Island, which is now 
the most important landing place for immigrants, 
but hfs suggestion is timely, in view of the re- 
vived interest in bringing new blood to*Missouri. 

The World Almanac shows that no less than 
605,151 immigrants entered the United States by 
way of Ellis Island in' 1912, out of a total of 838, 
172 for all ports of entry. Of this total, 184,154 
were farm laborers. As a rule, the European 
farm laborer knows a great deal about farming, 
and would make a desirable addition to Missouri's 
rural population. : : 

And althoygh the bulk of this immigration is 
now from the West and Southwest of Europe, 
it must not be concluded that, as a whole, it is an 
influx of paupers or undesirables. These immi- 
grants of 1912 brought with them money aggre- 
gating over $20,000,000. The Italian element, so 
frequently referred to in slighting terms by nar- 
row-minded Americans, brought with them $4,- 
414,270, in money. And Italians make splendid set- 
tlers when they are encouraged to qngage in {a- 
dustry, as they have proved in Missouri.

Dispatch Magazine. Prof. Reisner says there is 
no truth in it. He has not interrogated the 
Sphinx, with a pick-ax and shovel or in any 
other way, and does not intend to do so. 

Coming from such a source as Reuter’s, which 
was established as a news. agency in 1849 and 
le usually reliable, the story was accepted as a 
bona fide piece of news, and was published in 
good faith.

The primary law provides that the regular 
Judges and clerks of election shall hold the pr!- 
mary election and shall receive the same com- 
pensation and pay the judges and clerks their 
compensation as the law directs. 

“Sec. 60386a. Judges and clerks. The judges 
and clerks for the primary elections held under 
this act shall be appointed inthe same manner and 
possess the same qualifications, and consist of the 
same number, as judges and clerks of genera’ 
élections in this State, in cities te which this act 
is applicable, and shall receive the same compen- 
sations, and the judges and clerks regularly ap- 
pointed and commissioned for regular eléctions, 
except in cases of vacancies, shall act in primary 
elections, held under this act during the term for 
which they were appointed.” 

The Commissioners claim that notice wag sent 
out to the judges and clerks to hold the primary 
election and to revise the registration books the 
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same day. 
possibly have any influence or bearing upon the 
subject matter. Certainly the Election Commis- 
sioners of St. Louis could not substitute their 
orinions for the laws of Missouri. The revision 
of the registration was fixed by law before the 
primary law was passed, and the time for holding 
this revision, 8 a. m. to 10 p.m. The primary law 
reguires that judges and clerks shall be in the 
polling places at 6 a. m. What right have the 
Flection Commissioners to order the judges and 
clerks to get out that early in the morning, and 
not pay them for their services as the primary 
law directs? If the judges and clerks get ne com- 
pensation for. holding the primary election, they 
can refuse next time to hold the primary. 

The Attorney-General of the State or Judge 
Harvey's (city attorney) published opinion would 
be satisfactory in this case. The primary law, 
like any other law, is subject to judigial construc- 
tion.

The judges and clerks will not 
hold any more primaries unless they are com- 
pensated for their work.

Pension the Deserted Mother.

I wish to take an exception to the statements 
of a New York Times writer in reference to 
Mothers’ Pensions, quoted in a leter from Mrs. 
Henry W. Eliot, printed in Friday’s Post-Dispatch. 

The writer says that the deserted wife and chil- 
dren should not; be given pensions because that 
would induce other desertions, which is equal to 
saying that deserted mothers and their children 
should be punished in an attempt to prevent other 
fathers from doing wrong. This is a continuation 
of the old barbarian idea that a wife and her 
children belong to the father to such an extent 
that they should suffer for any and all wrong 
doing of the father. 

In civilized warfare we have long since ad- 
vanced from this barbarian idea to the more just 
principle that innocent women and children should 
not be permitted to suffer for the wrongs of men. 

I contend that it is wrong to crucify on the cross 
of charity the deserted mother and her children 
eeven if it did prevent other desertions and I also 
contend that it does not prevent desertions. In 
the many cases of desertion I have investigated, 
the man should have deserted long before he 
did—for the good of the wife—for the good of 
the children and for the good of society. 

For a man or woman of this age to advocate 
punishing women and children as a pretended 
means of keeping men good is outrageous and 
unjust.

‘*Dry’’ Law With a ‘‘Wet’’ Joker. 
‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Texas has just added her proof of the truth of 
Our repeated assertion that prohibitionists do not 
want the kind of prohibition that will prohibit 
the usé of liquors in dry territory. The General 
Assembly has passed, and the Governor has 
signed, a bill that makes it unlawful for anyone 
in the “wet” parts of Texas to ship HMquor into 
the “dry” parts of Texas, but the new law con- 
tains the following “saving clause:” 

“Nothing in this Act shall be construed as 
relating to interstate shipment and transpor- 
tation of intoxicating liquors, or to the deliv- 
ery of same to any person, firm or corpora- 
tion within this State on such interstate 
shipment or transportation.” 

This law was advocated and passed as a “‘tem- 
perance”’ measure. 
Téxas patronage of Texas liquor dealers insofar 
as “dry” territory in Texas is concerned, unless 
the Texas dealers resort to the cumbersome ex- 
pedient of shipping liquor out of the State and 
then shipping it back again under the interstate 
shipping clause. 

However, the point is that the interstate ship- 
ping clause prevents prohibition from prohibiting 
in Texas, for, while, as a “temperance” measure, 
the new law discriminates against the liquor 
dealers of Texas, it invites the shipment of liquor 
from other States into the “dry” parts of Texas. 

The new “temperance” law was adopted after 
the passages of the Webb law which enables states 
to prohibit interstate shipments of liquor into 
“dry” territory.

FILM SHOWS AND EYESIGHT. 
From the Outlook. ; 

The ‘“‘movies’’ have called forth much 
discussion on several points in the re- 
cent past—how far censorship ought to 
rprevail, and whether or not the permis- 
sion to amusement houses to show 
‘movines’’ on Sunday was in fonmorm- 
ance with social welfare. 

But one of the most interesting dis- 
cussions of the ‘“‘movies’’ and their ram- 
ifications has to do with the eyesight. 
Considered from the standpoint of the 
oculist, the “movies’’ are intensely in- 
teresting as being the chief cause of 
what is known among eye specialists as 
“moving-picture eye,”” an already well- 
developed optical phenomenon. Hun- 
dreds of people who did not know their 
sight was faulty have found it out 
through thelr experience with the “mov- 
ies.’"’ Dr. Charies A. Bahn, an oculist 
of New Orleans, states in the New Or- 
leans Medical and Surgical Journal that 
one of the chief causes of “moving-pic- 
ture eye’ is the habit persons have of 
staring unwinkingly at whatever in- 
tensely interests them. This habit,“%t is 
advised, can be overcome by forcing 
one’s self not to look either too con- 
tinually or with too great concentration 
at any one point. 

Dr. Bahn also advises a rear seat as 
the least hurtful point of view. . The 
normal eye is less equal to the strain 
of the “movies” than is the short-sight- 
ed or far-sighted eye, through ita in- 
ablity to oscillate rapidly. For instance, 
to see things near by the eyes of a man 
with normal sight must undergo a forced 
elongation. This, if continued for any 
length of time, ie a severe strain on the 
eye muscles. With the short-sighted or. 
myopic man this elongation is already 
accomplished; consequently his eyes are 
spared the extra exertion. The consensus 
of opinion of oculists is that a man with 
normal eyesight can safely endure four 
sittings of 30 minutes each per week 
with Httle or so unpleasant symptoms 
and no permanent ill-effects. But the 
“movie” fan lays himself open to over- 
taxed eye nerves, with the consequent 
headaches, indigestion and general com- 


plaints.

The first 
thanksgiving in North America is 
said to have been that conducted in 
1578 by Wolfall, an English minister, 
who had come to Newfoundland with 
the Frobisher expedition. The earli- 
est record of a thanksgiving day 
being observed in what is now the 
territory of the United States was 
held by the Popham colony at a- 
dahoc, Me., in 1607. These were days 
set apart wholly for prayer. A thanks- 
giving day to be observed with pray- 
er, rejoicing and feasting originated 
with Gov. Bradford of the Maasachu- 
setts Bay colony. He Daag na a 
day for giving thanks for the boun- 
teous harvest of the year 1621, fol- 
lowing, as it did, several seasons of 
want. The day set apart was Dec. 13, 
. & Being a man of action, Gov. 
Bradford supplemented his proclama- 
tion by sending out four men to 
search for game. They were rewar«- 
ed by the capture of several wild tur- 
keys, which was the first introduc- 
tion of our national thanksgiving day 
Jish. The story runs that after the 
religious services, and while partak- 
ing of the dinner which had been pre- 
pared for the whole colony, 90 frien:- 
ly Indians, lea by their chief, Mass.- 
soit, came into the camp, bringing 
haunches of venigon, The day if 
thanksgiving was prolonged to three, 
the time being occupied with feast- 
ings, singing of psalms, war dancing 
by the tnd ans and drilling of the 
soldiers by Capt. Myles Standish. Fol- 
lowing this thanksgiving of 1621 th» 
festival was Observed with more or 
less frequency, sometimes once a 
year, sometimes twice, and then again 
a year or two were sone’ acord- 
ing as reasons for giving thanks pre- 
sented themselves.

UWRING the fortnight just ended

Walter Damrosch’s new opera—five each; 
‘Tl Trovatore,” ““The Girl of the Golden

Godounofgf,”’ *‘Goetterdammerung,”’ 
‘“‘Haensel und Gretel’ and ‘‘Faust,’’ four

With the American theatrical season 
now in its last days, the only event of 
the past week to which anything like 
importance attaches was the premiere 
performance at Atlantic City of ‘‘Coop- 
er Hoyt, Inc.,” the joint “‘book-play”’ 
work of Frank Lord and Hugh Ford, 
which took place on Monday evening, 
with Douglas Fairbanks in the title 
role.

FOOD CONDEMNED 


HEREIN A YEAR 


Chief Meat Inspector’s Report 
Shows Some Catfish Comes | 
From Florida. 


St. Louis has four city employes who 
devote their entire time to seeing that 
the tables of the people are not sup- 
plied with meats or fruits that will cause 
ptomaine poisoning, typhoid fever or 
other maladies. They are known offi- 
cially as meat inspectors and are under 
the personal direction of Dr. G. A. Jor- 
dan, Assistant Health Commissioner. 
John H. Ritter is the Chief Inspector. 
His office is in the basement of the 
Municipal Courts building, but person- 
ally he is likely to be at almost any 
time on a still hunt for a barrel of too- 
long dead catfish from Florida, a hunk 
of beef from the West, Dy way of the 
East, or a box of California orange peels 
filled with dried pulp. 

Ritter has developed theories of his 
own regarding the wholesomeness of 
foods. His experience has taught him 
to be wary. When he goes to a cafe for 
an after-theater sugger, for instance, he 
never orders caviare or crab meat or 
lobster. He even eschews the oyster. 

No Fancy Frills for Him. 

“I order,” said Chief Inspector Rit- 
ter to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘a 
cheese sandwich, or, maybe, a ham 
sandwich. None of your fancy frills for 
me. I happen to know a lady who ate 
lobster at a fashionable cafe one night 
recently. That was at 1l p. m. At 2? 
a. m. her husband called in a doctor. She 
was broken out all over with a rash. Her 
stomach was upset for a week. 

“I suppose if St. Louis were at the 
seashore I might like lobsters and 
oysters and such things, but not while 
we are 700 to 1000°miles from salt wa- 
ter.” 

Ritter admitted that St. Louis restau- 
rants and hotels usually serve safe sea 
foods, but he remarked that some of 
the unsafe shipments which he has been 
called upon to condemn in the public 
interest as unfit for human food have 
made him a careful eater. 

“Oysters, for instance,” he sald. “Do 
you know what we do with oysters 
found guilty of being in violation of the 
sanitary regulations? We dump them 
in the city sewers. They go where they 
belong.” 

ktitter has made his annual report to 
Dr. Jordan, showing that the nspection 
department has condemned in a year 
86,217 pounds of meats and fruits, in- 
cluding oysters and fish. Most of the 
fish that was condemned came from 
Florida. It will surprise residents of 
the great catfish belt bounded by the 
Missouri, Mississippi and Illinois rivers 
to learn that the Florida catfish is 
shipped to St. Louis in considerable 
quantities. 
Florida Catfish Condemned. 

“Recently we had to condemn a cap- 
load of Florida catfish that was delayed 
because of the floods,” said Ritter. 
“The fish were packed in sugar barrels, 
About a foot of ice was put on top of 
the fish in each barrel. The ice melted 
and the water ran down through the 
fish, souring them. We coal-oiled the 
whole lot and a garbage collector who 
has an oil and fertilizer plant on the 
river bank in North St. Louls hauled 
them to his place and rendered out the 
grease and oil. The bones he made into 
fertilizer. Nothing was lost—except the 
freight and the money the shipper ex- 
pected to get for the sale of the fish.”’ 

Condemned meats also are taken by 
the enterprising garbage man, after the 
inspectors have poured coal oil upon 
them as a preventive of marketing. 
Grease and oil are made from such 
refuse. Fruits and vegetables are 


tion, 

Ritter’s report shows that 3,258 pounds 
of bee? were condemned, and 312 pounds 
of pork, 663 pounds of veal, 996 pounds 
of mutton, 324 pounds of poultry, 406 
pounds of mutton stew, 305 pounds. of 
sausage, 30 pounds of hamburger steak, 
3% pounds of tripe and 78 pounds of pig 
tails and pigs’ feet. 

A total of 8618 pounds of meat and 
77,599 pounds of fish, oysters, fruits and 
vegetables was condemned. Visits to 
the number of 8481 were made by in- 
spectors to the various places where 
foodstuffs are sold or consumed. Theo 
meat markets alone had 5368 visits. It 
speaks well for sauerkraut, commonl7 
supposed to be to St. Louis what the 
bean is to Boston, that only one visit 
to a kraut factory was necessary. 

Ritter says most of the meat eaten in 
St. Louis is from the packing houses 
at East St. louis. 


Two Extra Charges Paid. 

“It comes originally from the West,” 
he said, “from the Dakotas, Iowa, Ne- 
braska and Kansas, pays the bridge ar- 
bitrary tax to get to the Hast Side: an 
pays it again to get back across the 
river—that is to say, the consumer pays 
both these extra charges.”’

Judge Rassieur Specifies How 
Ballots in Ninth Ward Shall 
Be Reviewed. 


FRANCIS OPPOSED MOTION 


Decree Follows Closely Supreme 
Court Ruling in the Talty- 
Wells Contest. 


An order made by Ctreuit Judge 
Rassieur yesterday directing the 
Board of Election Commissioners to 
recount the ballots for candidates 
for the House of Delegates in the 
Ninth Ward .at the last election. This 
was on application of Selden P. Spen- 
cer, attorney for John H. Becker, Re- 
publican, who is contesting the right 
of John J, Francis, Democrat, to rep- 
resent the Ninth Ward in the House 
of Delegates. Francis was elected on 
the face of the returns. 

Judge Rassieur made the order aft- 
er overruling a motion by Anthony 
Hochdoerfer, the defendant’s attor- 
ney, to dismiss the proceedings, 

The order, with slight variance, fol- 
lows the Supreme Court's ruling dl- 
recting the opening of the ballot 
boxes in the election contest for 
Mayor brought by John A. Talty 
against Rolla Wells in 1905. It directs 
the Election Board “to opén, count 
and compare with the list of voters 
and examine the ballots cast in the 
Ninth Ward for the contestant and 
contestee and to compare only thu 
numbers, if any, appearing on the 
ballots with the numbers on the poll 
books or voting lists opposite the 
names of the voters and to certify 
to this court how many,-if any, un- 
numbered ballots were cast and how 
many ballots having no corresponi- 
ing number were cast for either can- 
didate.” 

The Court prohibits comparing of 
the ballots with the poll book lists 
s»> that it may be learned how an in- 
dividual voted. In this way the se- 
crecy of the ballot is maintained. The 
difference in Judge Rassieur’s ruling 
from that of the Supreme Court is in 
the present proceedings the principals 
and their attorneys may watch the 
recount. In the Talty-Wells case the 
Supreme Court excluded the princi- 
pals and their counsel,

Work Begins to Tell on Presi- 
dent and He Takes Two-Day 
Trip on the Potomac. 


PREPARING FOR BIG WEEK 


Gathering Strength for Hearings 
on Wool and Sugar and a 
Visit to New Jersey. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, . April 2.—President 


Wilson is resting tonight on the presi- 
dential yacht Sylph, on the Potomac 
River, near Chesapeake Bay. He went 
into retreat early today for the week 
end, and so complete were the arrange- 


ments to give him seclusion that the 
commander of the vessel had not re- 
ported her position up to a late hour 
by wireless. The cruise may extend to 
lower Chesapeake Bay to give the Presi- 
dent a glimpse of the ocean beyond 
Capes Charles and Henry. 

The President went away to get di- 
version from the strain of his duties. 

Dr. Cary Grayson, one of the naval 
aides at the White House, who has been 
looking after the President’s health, ad- 
vised a boat trip, and the President went 
cheerfully, leaving behind documents 
and letters of all kinds. He took some 
magazines to read if time hung heavy, 
and planned to take light exercise with 
gymnastic apparatus on the vessel, and 
to stop along the shore for a short walk 
tomorrow. 

Miss Eleanor Wilson, youngest daugh- 
ter, accompanied the President. The 
only other member of the party was 
James Sloan, chief of the White House 
secret service. 

The President is getting ready for a 
strenuous week. The first part of next 
week he expects to spend in hearing ar- 
guments from Senators opposing free 
wool and sugar and on Thursday and 
Friday he will go to make his appeal 
to the people of New Jersey to support 
the jury reform bill which failed in the 
last session of the Legislature and to 
influence the calling of a constitutional 
convention. The President will speak 
on Thursday and on Friday in Jersey 
City, returning to Washington on Sat- 
urday. 

Following the orders Issued by th» 
President a week ago, beginning a Sat- 
urday half holiday, the White House 
offices were closed at noon. The man- 
sion was open. Mrs. Wilson had sev- 
eral engagements this afternoon and 
filled them. Because of these she did 
not accompany the President.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The 

sympathy and charity of Mrs. Wood- 


row Wilson were démonstrated, it 
was discovered today, by an unan- 
nounced and unostentatious visit a 
few days ago of the “first lady of the 
land” to the bedside of a poor boy 
dying of tuberculosis. 

Dr. Gary Grayson, naval surgeon 
and ald to the President, who spends 
spare moments caring for the sick 
poor, in discussing Dr. Friedmann’s 
remedy-for tuberculosis told Mrs. 
Wilson of a little fellow who was in 
the last stages of consumption. He 
said that, although there was little 
hope, he was trying to prolong his 
life. 

The President's wife, collecting a 
bunch of flowers from the garden, 
accompanied Dr. Grayson to the home 
of the boy in the poor district of the 
capital. Neighbors spread the news 
of the visitor.

Kansas City Concern No Longer 
Needed Since Its Separation 


From Orient Road. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 27.—The 
United States: and Mexican Trust Co., 
capitalized ‘at $2,000,000, and formed by 
A. E. Stillwell to finance the building 
of the Kansas. City, Mexico & Orient 
Railroad, is to be dissolved. Liquida- 
tion of the company’s assets will begin 
May 1. The reason given by officials 
for the liquidation is that the trust com- 
pany no longer is needed as its inter- 
ests have been separated from those of 
the Orient railroad. 

H. D. Estabrook of .a committee of 
three attorneys who arrived here today 
from New York, said the committee 
would take charge of the disposal of the 
assets so that stockholders would not 
lose on their investments. 


NEW YORK, April 26.—Officers of the 
United States and Mexican Trust Co. 
would not discuss the dissolution an- 
nouncement today. It was declared, 
however, that it is expected that by the 
liquidation of the company’s assets all 
obligations will be paid off on a basis 
of 100 cents on the dollar. A. E. Stil- 
well, who resigned as head of the trust 
company after the Orient went into the 
hands ofa receiver, is in Europe. E. 
Quincy Smith is president of the trust 
company and Arthur M. Loibond treas- 
urer. Its paid up capital was $1,157,000: 
surplus and profits, $870,000;.. deposits, 
none; loans and discounts, $1,120,000; 
bond securities, etc., $2,100,000; cash and 
exchange, $24,000.

He pronounced the letter 
“s” in wibilant fashion, giving his 
testimony the sound of a succession 
of hisses. But his words in reply to 
Attorney George IL. Edwards’ ques- 
tions were mild, compared with the 
rejoinders @gvhich he made to Attor-

suite of a few years a£o. 

Attorney Edwards Compiains. 


He said his memory on some mat-" 


ters was “very vague,” and carrivd 
this vagueness so far that Attorney 
Edwards complained of it. It ap- 
peared that the matters wera not s0 
fresh in Pierce’s memory as those 
which he related Friday. He told at 
that time, in great.detail, how J. C. 
Yan. Blarcom, as manager of the 
Tennessee Central syndicate, had in- 
G@uced him to make loans through 
which he lost $3,000,000, and had to 
_ @esume the financial burdens of fhe 
road, putting into it later more than 
$4,000,000. 

Van Blarcom later was president of 
the. National Bank of Commerce, 
which is now trying to recover from 
Pierce 15,000 shares of Nashville Ter- 
minal stock, said to have been worth 
$1,500,000 in 1905, when it was 
pledged ag collateral for a loan. 

Pierce spent an hour and a half on 
the witness stand, and told how he 
employed former Senator Joseph W. 
Bailey of Texas as his representa- 
tive in the handling of the Tennessee 
Central Railway deals, following the 
collapse of a syndicate which unter- 
teok in 1901 to finance ani build xhe 
rafiroad 

He asserted that he never had seen 
the property of the Nashville Termi- 
ral Railway, Knew little or nothing 
about any properties it owned, and 
could not tell with any exactness how 
much ef its stocks or bonds he 
owned. His recollection was that he 
owned virtually all of a first fssuc 
of..$1,000,000 of bond, and $1,000,000 
‘of a later issue, 


Attorney Edwards sought to show 
from Pierce’s testimony that he 
caused the stock of the Nashville 
. Terminal to be depreciated after the 
stock was pledged with the Bank of 
Commerce as security for a loan. 
‘When the gtock was pledged, accord- 
ing to a statement made by E.iwards 
to Commissioner Muench in explana- 
. thon of hig method of examining the. 
witness to get at the facts he de- 
sired, there was an outstanding bond 
issue of $1,000,000 against the com- 
pany, 

Alleges He Destroyed Value. 

‘Plerce, Edwards declared, caused 
Qn edditional issue of $2,000,000 of 
bonds to be made against the prop- 
erty; and acquired all or a majority 
of the bonds tn exchange for the 
stock and bonds of the Briar Hills 
Colleries Co., which, Edwards al- 
leged were worthless. By this ad- 
ditional bond issue, Edwards assert- 
ed, Pierce virtually had destroyed the 
value of the 15,000 shares of stook. 

Edwards told Commissioner Muench 
that he wished to prove the value of 
the stock at the time it was pledged 
to the bank, and intimated that he 
would try to hold Pierce responsible 
for its value at that time. If the 
walue of the stock had not been de- 

preciated by any of the manipulations 
of Pierce, he said, the bank would 
. prefer to have the stock. 

Attorney Judson, representing 
Pierce, objected to gotng tnto many 
of the matters on which Edwards ex- 
amined Pierce. The rulings of Com- 
-missioner Muench generally were to 
the effect that Edwards might in- 
quire into any matter tending to 
show the value of the,stock, or to 
show that Pierce, either personally or 
through his agents. controlled al) the 
properties of the Tennessee Con- 
struction Co. and the subsidiary com- 


kfter Plerce, in answer to several 
questions, declared that he lacked 
\personal knowledge of how the af- 
faire of the various corporations had 
. been conducted, Edwards remarked 
that the Commissioner could see that 
it was necessary to resort to unusual 
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cent a year. At that time he owned 
about one-third of the stock. 


Pierce testified in the bank case that 
the Tennessee Central deal was under- 
taken by the Bank of Commerce Syndi- 
cate, of which he was one member, at a 
time when industrial promotions were 
general and nearly every bank and 
trust company was interested in one 
or more enterprises of that sort. 

His atory of how he, Van Blarcom and 
the late William H. Thompson, for many 
years president of the National Bank 
of Commerce, lost millions in the Ten- 
nessee Central deal avas one of the most 
interesting narratives of a financial dea] 
that has heen told.in.St. Louis. About 
twenty others besides the three prin- 
cipals in the syndicate took shares in 
it, and all lost wnetr money, Pierce tes- 
tified. 

The entire Tennessee Central promo- 
tion was undertaken, according to 
Pierce, to protect a loan of $400,000 which 
the Bank of Commerce had made to N. 
C. Chapman on securities issued in con- 
nection with an earlier promotion of the 
same deal undertaken by the Mississip- 
pi Valley Trust Co. 

Pierce testified that he was led deep- 
er and deeper into the financial en- 
tanglements of the Tennessee Central 
Construction Co. and its subsidiary cor- 
porations through a misplaced confi- 
dence in Van Blarcom, who was from 
1901 to 1905 the syndicate manager. 


GIRL GETS $100,000 IN 
SUIT AGAINST ARKANSAN 


Miss Lota Anderson Alleged 
Former Mayor Broke Promise 
to Wed.

SOCIALIST MAYOR LOSES

BOARD GIVES UP FIGHT 


Five-Year Ccntest Ends 


in Promise of Protected 


Stairways and Fines Are Suspended 
by Judge Clark. 


The Board of Edueation, ‘which for 
more than five years has resisted the 
éfforts of city officials to compel the 
installation of fire escapes on old schoo! 
buildings, surrendered yesterday. 

Harold. H. Tittmann and Herman, 
Mauch, two of the board's members, 
promised Judge Clark, in the Court of 
Criminal Correction, that: fireproof in- 
closed stairways would be installed in 
al! non-fireproof buildings, atacost of 
$230,000, before the fall term opens next 
September. 

The plan on which the board agrees 
with Building Commissioner McKelvey 
was that, in lieu of outside escapes, the 
corridors should be made fireproof and 
the stairways should be reconstructed 
of reinforced concrete, inclosed with 
Walls of 13 Inch brick, so that pupils, on 
leaving the classrooms, will pass into 
fireproof exits. Eighteen buildings, ac- 
cording to McKelvey, will require this 
work. He believes it can be done for} 
the amount set aside by the board, but 
in any case, the board will have to pro- 
vide for the work. 

Fines Are Suspended. 

On the strength of this promise Judge 
Clark suspended the fines of $300 each 
assessed against Tittmann, Mauch and 
nine other members and former mem- 
bers of the board, a week ‘before. 

Prosecuting Attorney Sidener, who has 
actively pressed these cases, consented 
to the suspension of the fines, but re- 
quired that the appeals from the court’s 
action first should be withdrawn. This 
was done, and if the promise to rebuild 
the stairways is not kept, Judge Clark 
can require the payment of the fines 
without further delay. 

The board’s surrender did not come 
until it had exhausted almost every 
method of resistance and delay. It 
sought writs of habeas corpus in the 
Supreme Court and later in the Circuit 
Court, contending that the State fire 
escape law did not apply to school di- 
réfvtors in their official capacity. Every 
ruling was against them. The Judge 
who fined them was the second to sit 
on-the case, the first, Judge Calvin N. 
Miller, having been disqualified on al- 
legations of prejudice. 

Victory for Pest-Dispatch. 

The victory of thé city officials ts 
also a victory for the Post-Dispatch, 
which has insisted, since the Collin- 
wood disaster of 1908, that St. Louls 
should do everything possible to 
avert the possibility of such a calam- 
ity as that which occurred in the 
Cleveland suburb. 

Investigation showed, at that time, 
that while the new buildings wete 
fireproof and were only two stories 
high, the old buildings were firetraps, 
the third floors being in some cases 
reached only by narrow and inflam- 
mable wooden etaircases. | 

The policy of the board, it ap- 
peared, was to spend all its available 
revenue for new fireproof buildings, 
and to trust to luck that no disaster 
would overtake the thousands of 
children for whom the new bufldings 
had not been provided 

The Post-Dispatch protested vigor- 
ously against this policy, and Build- 
ing Commissioner Smith and Factory 
Inspector Sikes, backed by Fire Chief 
Swingley, took up the matter. The 
board, after some ghow of resist 
ance, promised that all the old build- 
ings would be made safe, and prose-

ENGAGEMENT AIDS 
ROYALISTS’ PLANS 


Fiancee’s Father Has Much 
Wealth and Wants His Daugh- 
ter to Become Queen. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. ~ 
LONDON, April 26.—The betrothal 
of ex-King Manuel of Portugal and 
Princess Augustine Victoria, the eld- 
est daughter of Prince William of 
Hohenzolliern, marks an important 
advance in the plans of the Portu- 
guese monarchial party, which had 
its headquarters in London and which 
is bent upon restoring Manuel to his 

throne. 

Prince William is the head of the 
Catholic branch of the Hohenzollern 
family and is possessed of enormous 
private wealth, which makes him one 
of the richest men in Europe, being 
far betetr off in this respect than 
most of the ruling sovereigns be- 
cause he has control over his reve- 
mues unhampered by any legislature 
of the people. 

His wife, who died four years ago. 

was a Bourbon Princess, and his 
mother, still alive, was an Infanta of 
Portugal. She is Manuel’s great 
aunt and is directly responsible for 
the match. 
According to the Portuguese mon- 
archists, Prince William has declared 
his intention of dedicating his for- 
tune to the return of Manuel to his 
kingdom and making his daughter a 
Queen. 


Call Themselves King and Queen. 

The bride-elect, her father’s eldest 
child and only daughter, has been 
practically at the head of the house- 
hold for the last two years and it is 
expected that she and Manuel will 
maintain an establishment in Berlin 
as well as having an apartment in 
Sigmaringen Castle fitted up for 
them. But as they will style them- 
selves King and Queen of Portugal 
and be in active communication with 
the Monarchists, it will be necessary 
for them to spend a greater part of 
the year in England. 


Manuel has won a host of friends 
among the best class of English aris- 
tecracy since he fled here for safety 
three years ago after being dethroned. 
He is unassuming and modest and has 
mot shown the tendency to a fast life 
which rumor credited him with at Lis- 
bon. He ig passionately fond of music 
and plays the plano as well as some pro- 
fessionals. Only music of the best sort 
appeals to him; he has an aversion for 
the vulgar and banal. 


His devotion to music was cited by 
the Portuguese Republicans at the time 
of the revolution as one of the reasons 
why he was unfit to rule, but in En- 
gland it has gained him influential 
friends among such stateamen as Arthur 
Balfour, almost equally fond of music 
himself and never happy without two 
pianos in his sitting room. 

Weleomed by English Royalty. 

Manuel has also won approbation in 
England by his close attendance upon 
his widowed mother, Queen Amelia, 
whose escort he seems always prepared 
to be, no matter what personal engage- 
ments he may have made with his own 
friends. Both he and his mother come 
and go at Windsor Castle and Bucking- 
ham Palace with a freedom of intimacy 
which King George and Queen Mary 
de not give other royalties outside of 
their immediate family. 

Manuel is also extremely popular with 
the diplomatic corps in London and 
King George, as well as the Ambassa- 
dors of the foreign powers, have been 
criticized for inviting the dethroned 
King and his former London envoy. 
Marquis de Soveral, to important diplo- 
matic dinners, where the regularly ac- 
credited Minister from the Portuguese 
republic has « right te be invited in. 
stead.

Miss’ Caroline. Risque, Home 
From Paris, Is No Futurist, 
but a Strong Feminist. 


A new idea is coming in art and it 
will be revolutionary. But it is not 
“cubistry” and it is not “futurism.” It 
is votes-for-women. 

How votes-for-women is going to 
change the whole face, and the torso as 
well, of art, was told to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday by Miss Caroline 


Miss Risque returned Friday night 
after two years of study in Paris. She 
brought the new idea with her and ex-| 
pects to begin working it out at once, | 
ven before her trip abroad Miss 
Risque had won local fame as a model- 
er of statuettes of children. While in 
Paris she made a bid for international 
recognition by a more ambitious work, 
a fountain, which was honored with a 
place in the Paris salon last May. 

It was the practice of Mrs. Pankhurst, 
the English suffragette, to take a float 
across the channel to Paris and tell the 
women students and others there some- 
thing about the cause. Miss Risque at- 
tended these weekly lectures as scrupu- 
lously as she worked with clay on the 
other six days, because, she says, they 
had a relation to art. Here is how she 
explained it to a reporter: 

Woman Not Recognised in Art. 
“Until now woman has had but 
litle recognition in the world of art. 
This is because the woman artist 
has been but a weak imitation of the 
man artist. She has not expressed 
her own ideals and her own thoughts, 
but the ideas of men that were very 
different from her. 

“But suffrage is going te make 
women free. She will no longer have 
to depend on the criticism of men for 
the acceptance of her work. Men 
will not acept a woman's work unless 
the woman makes it look like a 
man’s work. All that is going to be 
changed and woman will be free to 
work out her own inspirations; and 
when she does there will be some re- 
markable changes in the viewpoint 
of art. Here are a few: 

“Today when a woman sculptor or 
painter makes a figure or painting of 
‘Motherhood’ she must mould or paint 
a happy face of a young woman look- 
ing down into that of a smiling babe. 
The men insist that it must be done 
that way. They insist that they 
know more about motherhood than 
the mothers themselves and they will 
not have the thing any other way. 
“But when the woman aftist is re- 
lieved of this tyranny she will do it 
very differently. She will not picture 
the happy face of the young mother 
and the babe. There will be no such 
note In her work. She will picture 
the self-sacrifice of the mother when 
the child leaves her to go out Into the 
world 

No More War Heroes Depicted. 
“War will be stripped of the last 
shred of its glamour when the women 
artists get at it. There will be no 
more glorious heroes done in clay or 
oil. Instead, we shall see depicted the 
sorrows of the ones at home. 

“If you make a figure now of ‘Saif)- 
ors Lost at Sea’ the men—artists an‘ 
critics and beholiers—demand that 
you show them the monstrous sea 
and the salfllors being lost in it. But 
when the women artists are free to 
work it out in their own way, w? 
shall see depicited the sacrifice that 
the sea has wrung from the homes. 

“There ig some sense of expression 
lacking in art now, and artists real- 
ize it. It is the striving after this 
instinctively felt want that has led 
to the grotesque efforts of the cub- 
ists and futurists. ‘ 

Cubists and Futurists Classified. 

“The cubists are crazy or insin- 
cere. 

“The futurists 
crazy. 

“The cubists, though, do what 
they are sent out to do—paint or 
model sorhething so that no one can 
tell what it is. They do the fourth 
dimension in art. They say volume 
has never been expressed. If they 
are painting a person they also put 
on the canvas the figure of the brush 
as it passes before their eyes, the 
thoughts they think are in their 
minds and the thoughts they think 
they read in the mind of the person 
posing, together with what is hap- 
pening in the room behind the per- 
son posing. When it is all together 
you have the fourth dimension. 

“The futurists want movement in 
works of art. For istance, they will 
paint an automobile crashing into a 
train. But along with that they will 
paint the movements of the automo. 
bile and the train. The placard that 
tells what the work is, ig the only 
thing understandable about the work. 

“These innovations in art will come 
to nothing. But the feminine impres- 
sion is gowing to. prevail. It is 
something that has merely been sup- 
pressed in art by men. Men want 
women artists to be forever striving 
for something strong, whereas wom. 
an’s natural impulse is toward ten- 
derness. 


Miss Risque says one of the chief 
things she learned In Paris was that 
her former teacher in S8t. Louls. 
George Julian Zolnay, is a great in- 
structor. She said Paul Bartlett, un- 
fier whom she studied in Paris, tol4 
her to confine herself to practice on 
what Zolnay had taught her. Zolnay

Louls would be given a new charter 
that would make the city government 
efficient and responsive to the will 
of the people, and which on the other 
hand would encourage the people to 
take an interest fn their city affairs. 

Not an Office Seeker. 

One of Judge McDonald's traits of 
character is modesty. During a var- 
fed career as a public official he 
never has made any effort to force 
his ideas upon the community. Yet 
in recent years he has been impor- 
tuned many times by political lead- 
ers to become a candidate for im- 
portant offices or to accept appoint- 
tnents that would bring him into the 
public eye. Since he retired from the 
bench in 1908 he has declined to be- 
come a candidate for any public of- 
fice or accept an appointment at the 
hands of anyone else. 

The new president of the Board of 
Freeholders has not yet attained his 
50th year. When he came to St. 
Louis in 1886, as a newspaper writer, 
-the charter ‘under which the city 
government is still operated was 
then 10 years old. Judge McDonald 
was born in Wabash County, Ind. 
Like many other distinguished citi- 
zens of the United States he began 
his career as a school teacher, fol- 
lowing that up by editing a country 
newspaper for two years, after which 
he held positions as a writer on 
papers in Cleveland, Toronto and St. 
Louis. 

Five Years on Bench. 

Judge McDonald was graduated 
from the law department of Wash- 
ington University in 1890, and two 
years later was chosen Assistant Cir- 
cult Attorney of St. Louis. He held 
that office for four years, and return- 
ed to private practice until 1903, 
when he was elected Circuit Judge 
for a six-year term. In 1909, upon 
the retirement uf former Judge Daniel 
G. Taylor from the Circuit bench, the 
law. partnership of McDonald & Tay- 
lor was formed. 

Judge McDonald served one year 
as clerk of the City Council, and for 
a few months as secretary to George 
W. Allen, who filled out the unexpired 
mayoralty term of David R. Francis 
when the latter was elected Governor. 
During: his service on the bench. 
and in. his different. dc¢apacities as 
clerk of the Council, secretary to the 
Mayor and Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney, Judge McDonald had an oppor- 
ftunity to \study the present city 
charter, and in some instances had to 
consider its various provisions in the 
decision of cases. 

Judge McDonald was counsel for the 
investigating committee sent to St. Louis 
by the: Missouri Legislature of 1899, This 
was during the Ziegenhein administra- 
tion. Senator Elliott W. Major, now 
Governor, was chairman. The commit- 
tee investigated various departments of 
the city government. A shakeup in the 
Boiler Inspector's. office was the first 
result of the inquiry. The Excise Com- 
missioner’s office, then run on a fee 
basis, also was investigated. 

In addition to the experience gained 
in public office and private practice, 
he is a student of munictpal govern- 
ment. He is familiar with its de- 
fects, and it is the belief of his 
friends and of his associates on the 
board that he will have great in-

really will deflect the demands of the 
people for a more modern and effec- 
tive organic law. 

Judge McDonald is a member of the 
American Economical Association 
and the American-Academy of Politi- 
cal and Social Science, two organiza- 
tions which devote much attention: to 
matters of government. He is also a 
member of the American, the Mis- 
sour! and the St. Louis. Bar: associa- 
tions, an instructor in constitutional 
law school, and a member of the 
Law School, and.a member of the 
Advisory Board of the University. 

During the past 10 years Judge 
McDonald has watched with. eager 
interest and sympathy the movement 
which has revolutionized the political 
sentiment and ideals of the country, 
and which has found its best expres- 
sions in the State and national gov- 
ornments. City governments have 
lagged behind the State and Pederal 
governments in effectiveness and ef- 
ficiency, but it would not:be surpris- 
ing to Judge McDonald's friends to 
find him in the charter board fight- 
ing for a city charter that would 
make the government of St. Louis as 
effective and progressive as the mast 
efficient and modern government of 
the leaders of the progressive states. 
Judge McDonald has one principal 
recreation—and that is trap and 
wing-shooting. He is an expert with 
the gun, and always keeps a few 
well-trained bird dogs. He is a mem- 
ber of the Racquet and Noonday 
clubs, lives at 4542 Berlin avenue, is 
married and has two children, 


PUBLIC MARKET PLANNED 
FOR GRAND AND OLIVE 


St. Louis County Farm and Mar- 
ket Bureau Endorses Pro- 
ject to Cost $400,000. 


Plans for a great public market in 
the vicinity of Grand avenue and 
Olive street, in which farmers may 
sell their products personally to the 
consumer and thus eliminate com- 
mission men, were endorsed yester- 
day afternoon in Clayton at a meet- 
ing of the St. Louls County Farm and 
Market Bureau, which has a member- 
ship of 226 farmers.

He 
declared the market could be erected 
for $400,000, which he engaged to 
raise, and that after the plans are 
adopted the structures-could be built 
in 90 days. 

Following the meeting, the officers 
of the bureau filed an applocation 
for incorporation in the Circuit Court 
at Clayton, representing that the aims 
are to better market conditions, to 
employ an agricultural expert as a 
“farm adviser’ for St. Louis County, 
themselves of instruction in scien- 
tific agriculture.

LONDON, April 26.—Lord Weardale, 


head of the British delegation to the 
Anglo-American Peace Centenary, which 
sailed from Liverpool today for New 
York, said to the Post-Dispetch before 


his departeure from Euson 8tation that 
the delegation were leaving in the best 
of spirits, with high hope for the fruit- 
ful consummation of their work for the 
future consolidation of the English- 
speaking people and the peace of the 
world. 

Asked for his opinion of Secretary 
Bryan's peace proposals, Lord Weardale 
said that though Mr. Bryan wag his 
great personal friend,.he had not had 
an opportunity of considering the Secre- 
tary’s proposals, but no doubt they were 
framed in a way likely to realize the 
object devoutly desired by all nations. 

The Hon. Niel Primrose,. Earl Rose- 
bery’s second son, perhaps igs the most 
interesting personality among the dele- 
gation. He is not only good-looking, but 
has a distinguished and charming man- 
ner, with his father’s musical voice and 
also something of his elusiveness., 

But while Lord Rosebery, beginning as 
a Liberal, gradually became a Tory, his 
son is reversing the process. He sup- 
ports all the Liberal measures which his 
father has denounced, and, having 
marked parliamentary aptitude, he ig an 
attractive speaker, with excellent abili- 
ties. He would be a much more promi- 
nent politician if he had not inherited 
the full measure of his father’s passion 
for sport. Primrose is essentially a 
sportaman in every sense of the word. 

Lord Weardale is the Dean of the 
International Police Arbitration 
movement and is one of the most 
agreeable and clever of men. Spring- 
ing from the noted Tory family of 
Stanhope, he developed in the teeth 
of all caste and all family influences 
into an advanced radical. The Earl 
of Stanhope, another member of the 
delegation, is the present head of ‘his 
family. He shares the peace procliv- 
ities of his uncle, though ‘remaining 
true to the Tory principles of his 
family. 

Sir Herbert Maxwell, former Tory 
member of Parliament and*the party 
whip, is an accomplished writer on 
Scottish history, archelogy and nat- 
ural history. 

The Hon. C. T. Mills, M. P., ta the heir 
of Lord Hillingdon, millionaire, of the

Moreton Frewen, who married one of 
the Jerome sisters, is as well known in 
America as in London. 

Sir George Reid is agent general of 
the Australian Commonwealth.

BERLIN, April 26—Dr. Karl- Lieb- 


knecht, the Socialist leader, continued in 
the Reichstag today his revelations in 
connection with the methods of arma- 
Ment concerns, which, he said, though 
living on international hostility, were 
run on internationalized capital. 

He cited a contract between certain 
leading small arms and ammunition fac- 
tories—two in Germany, one in Austria 
and one in Belgium—principally backed 
by French money, by the terms of 
which,'the deputy alleged, an agreement 
had been reached to eliminate competi- 
tion and to guarantee mutual profits. 

Dr. Liebknecht pointed out that Ger- 
man companies were selling arms to 
Russia and that another concern large- 
ly capitalized with French money was 
furnishing armor plates to Germany 
and, he asserted, all these companies 
Were engineering war scares in order 
to insure contracts. 

The Socialist leader today Introduced 
the names of Emperor William and the 
German Crown Prince, mentioning that 
although the Vorwaerts printed in 1910 
a letter showing that an attempt had 
been made by a German arms syndi- 
cate to procure the publication in 
French newspapers of false news re- 
garding the strengthening of the French 
Army, with the object of causing a re- 
flex action of German opinion, the Em- 
peror later did not hesitate to appoint 
Herr von Gontard, director of the syn- 
dicate, a life member in the Prussian 
House of Lords.

500 MILES HARD RACE 


Ray Harroun’s recent statement 
that he doubted the abilty of Bob 
Burman to drive the entire 500 miles 
of the big race at Indianapolis on 
Vemorial day, is regarded with some 
surprise by spectators who have wit- 
nessed the races of the past two 
years. 

Harroun Geclaresg that the strain of 
driving 600 mfles under sustaine‘ 
high speed is too great to be borne 
by flesh and blood. This statement 
he derives from his experience in 
finding the first 600-mile race too 
strenuous for his own constitution. 
Those who remember Ralph Mul- 
ford’s smiling face and springy step 
as he dismounted from his Losier car 
after driving the entire 500 miles of 
the 1911 race are inclined to dis- 
agree with Harroun's estimate of the 
limit of human endurance. Mulford’s 
average time for the five century 
event was 7447 miles per hour, 
making the fastest 500 miles ever 
driven up to that time by one man. 
A year later Joe Dawson bettered 
Mulford’s record by driving the entire 
race -unrellieved at a still greater 
speed. Seven of the first ten drivers 
whe finished the race of 1911 drove 
the entire distance without relief an‘ 


at the finish. 

Similar conditions prevailed tn last 
year’s contest, thus geeming to prove 
that Harroun’s necessity for relfef 
was the exception and not the rule.

Jj back to Washington to take part in the 


Junketing Boat Resembled Tar- 
get and Monitor at Practice 
Came Near to Hitting It. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April %#-—The mem- 
bers of the congressional party who 
went down to Potomac River in the 
Dolphin to see the target practice, this 
week, and were shot at by mistake by 
the Tallahassee—the old- Monitor Fiori- 
da—were congratulated on their escape 
today by colleagues. 

“Tl was not hit, nor did I see the 
shell,” said Representative Samuel An- 
drew Witherspoon of Mississippi, ‘“‘but I 
heard it. Oh, I heard it as it went by.”’ 

Witherspoon, who stood in the stern 


850-pound shell passed, described for the 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch the 
accident, whith might have resulted in 
a tragedy, as he saw it. 

“Now,” said Witherspoon, “I do not 
want to censure ‘the officers, Admiral 
Twining and others, who were on the 
Tallahassee, for I think the mistaking 
of the Dolphin for the Katahadin—the 
target—was a most natural thing, under 
the circumstances. 

“The atmosphere was murky,>,and 4 
fog rose from the water. Only three 


cers on the Tallahassee find fit weather 
for firing. 
“The Congressmen were eager to get 


tariff debate. Naturally, there was ea- 
gerness at both ends of the practice 
field. 

“It was the third day out, between 
2 and 3 o’clock, when the shot that 
swept across our bow, not more than 
two feet above the awning, six feet 
above our heads, was fired. 

“The Dolphin was anchored by. the 
bow, seven miles from the Tallahassee. 
The target was three-quarters of a 
mile from the Dolphin and seven miles 
from the Tallahassee. 

“In addition to the Tallahassee, the 
Dolphin, which we occupied, and the 
Katahdin, there was the Government 
tug boat, the Hercules, which was used 
for running back and forth between the 
Tallahassee and the Dolphin. 

“The boats, except the target, were in 
constant communication by wireless. 
Shots were fired the first and second 
days. The first shell fell 140 feet and 
the second 130 beyond the target. Each 
time the gun was trained a little lower. 


Third Shot Sings Overhead. 
"The third shot was the one that 


same singing over us. As I said, the 
Dolphin was anchored by its bow and 
its stern was free to float with the 
tide. One time the stern was point- 
ing toward the Tallahassee and again 
it had drifted until the Dolphin pre- 
sented a side view to the gunners. 
At the time the shot was fired, the 
stern was closer to tho Tallahassee 
than any other part of the boat. That, 
to me, is a most important fact in 
connection with the story of the shot. 

“Near us stood the Hercules, which 
had come up from the Tallahassee to 
observe the destruction of the target. 
The smokestack of the Hercules is 
yellow. I think that the officers of 
the Tallahassee saw the smokestack 
of the Hercules and mistook it for 
the bull’s eye. 

“On the Hercules were the mem- 
bers of the subcommittée of the 
House of Representatives Gregg of 
Texas, Roberts of Massachusetts and 
Hobson of Alabama. They were very 
anxious to see the effect of the shot. 
On the Dolphin were Senators Bryan 
and Pondexter, Representatives 
Buchanan, Foster, Padgett, Bathrick 
and a number of naval officers and 
myself. 

“The Dolphin party was in the 
stern of the boat, !!Ined up on the 
side next to the target, watchine. 
We had been notifled to ‘look out’ by 
a wireless message passed between 
the Tallahassee and the Dolphin and 
the Hercnlea. 

“IT was looking toward the Talla- 
hassee. A flash—the fire of the run 
——was feen. This was followed by a 
loud, continuous report, as if a shell 
had exploded. Almost instantly the 
thing was over us. I felt myself 
dodging and saw others cringe for 
T thoueht the shell had exploded near 
us. There was a splash about 150 
yards beyond the opposite side of the 
Dolphin and a shower of water shot 
upward.

“I realized immediately what had 
happened. It was evident that our 
boat had been taken for the target. 
The machinery of the gun is so made 
that it is impossible for a shell to go 
far astray to the right or left, and 
we were nearly a mile out of the 
line of the Kathahdin, 

“My neighbors—my colleagues in 
Congress—realized the situation, too, 
and an expression of horror came 
over their faces. We had been missed 
by an 850-pound shell, shot from a 
12-inch gun. The officers were pale 
and solemn and silent. They did not 
discuss the accident. 

“Wireless messages notified § the 
men on the Tallahassee as to the re- 
sult of the shot. Soon everybody in 
the congressional party began to 
smile. Smiles gave way to grins and 
grins to outbursts of laughter. Some 
Congressmen were nervous, but for 
hours to come the happlest crowd 
that ever assembled on the Dolphin 
enjoyed life. The joy that came with 
the full realization of our narrow es- 
cape from passing into eternity was 
so great that the grown men acted 
like small boys on «6 frolia We 
danced, we laughed, we sang and 
made merry in many ways.

PICTURESQUE spectacle im- 
ported from Oriental in 
Arabia and India—that of cara- 
vans of camels winding with 
burdens of freight across the 
steppes of the Southwest—is to 
be witnessed by the semi-arid 
regions of western Texas and 
, the deserts of New Mexico, 
ie Arizona and California. It is 
* snnounced that an association of Stockmen, 
by Readed by J. H. Trimble, will establish a camel 
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ranch, stocked with 200 “ships of the desert.” on 
the Rio Grande, 150 miles south of Cape Verde, 
Tex. * 

These regions, often rich in metals and minerals, 
are throughout vast spaces scarcely scratched by 
railroads. Because of their sands,“ nich 
secure roads cannot be constructeé : mare large- 
ly fpracticable to automobiles. For the same 
reason travel is difficult for hard-hoofed animals 
like the horse and the mule. But for such very 
conditions nature has contrived the camel, with 
its padded feet, its speed, its strength for bearing 
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ponderous weights and its celebrated ability to 
pass long periods without food or drink. 

As the 
animal, its introduetion into the temperate zone 
might at first be regarded with misgivings. But 
it is to be remembered that the nights on the 
Sahara desert are often bitterly cold. Besides, 
the camel has for centuries thrived on the frigid 
steppes of Siberia, the high plains of Afghanistan 
and the uplands of India, where, as a protection 
from the climate, it at once produces a thick and 
shaggy coat of hair. Finally, the camel, trans- 
planted to Australia, has flourished in the Anti- 
podes. 

The camel is usually considered peculiar to 
desert countries. But that it is also at home on 
every sort of soil has been proved by its acclimati- 
zation in Siberia and India. This faculty of adapt- 
ing itself to conditions should make the camel 
a valuable beast of burden on the grassy plains 
of Texas.and even on the rocky ground of parts 
of Arizona and California. 2

It 
went slouching across the sands on noiseless feet, 
with a long and oscillating neck and a hump on 
its back. From time to time it emitted a ghostly 
grunt. 

The cow puncher’s mates would usually rally

~S HERE is, perhaps, no 
{ —~ yy business that requires a 
Ad MZ more thorough  wunder- 
standing of human nature 
than that of bootlegging. 
After your goods have 
been safely transported 
into and concealed in a 
prohibition territory, the 
whole secret of avoiding 
apprehension lies in 
knowing who can be 
trusted as customers. 
In addition to being 
& good judge of human nature, a first-class 
bootlegger must have a goodly supply ot 
Merve and confidence; he should have a wide 
acquaintance in the territory in which he 
Operates; he should be affable and what is 
termed “a good mixer,”’ and he should have some 
other established business to use as a blind. 
For, however prone a neighborhood may be to 
the contrary, in the rivalry for the good things 
of life which a successful business of bootlegging 
ia sure to bring on, someone is almost sure to 
ask the question which has embarrassed so many 
Other ‘‘captains of industry’—‘““Where did you 
get it?” 
For a blind, almost anything is better than the 


/Grug business, for the reason that drugrists have 


overdone the business, and clumsily, too. There 
is no druggist in a prohibition town who is not 
under suspicion by someone. For a business to 
use as a blind, I find there is nothing better than 
that of small farmer and stockman. 


Uses School-Teaching as 
“Blind” for Bootlegging. 


I was 67 years old a few months ago. This 
part of Oklahoma, in which I was born and have 
Spent all my days, has always been prohibition 
territory. I have bootlegged since I was 17 years 
of age and have never been under arrest. In 
the earlier years of my career I was more dar- 
ing, and used so little judgment at times that 
now when I look back upon some of my fool- 
hardy exploits, I shudder and wonder how I ever 
escaped the penitentiary. 

Up to the adoption of statehood in 1908. it was 
only necessary to escape the vigilance of United 
States marshals, some of whom were honorable 
Men, conscientiously trying to discharge their 
duty in suppressing the illicit liquor traffic: Oth- 
ers, more corrupt than any bootleeger, would 
cor p at his trade for a small bribe and would 
agen, themselves, consume or even peddle the 
goods they confiscated. 

I always made it a point to know intimately and 
court the friendship of every marshal, sheriff, 
policeman and other peace officer with whom I 
tame in contact and to fathom as far as possible 
all of his weaknesses. Sut I was careful always 
not to become too familiar or confidential with 
those endowed with few redeeming qualities. For 
these, while you may bribe them and get by for 
® time, are almost sure, some day, to betray you. 

In my early days, while yet unmarried, I was 
& schoo) teacher, ostensibly, and it was a good 
blind, too. In those days, while a schoo! teacher 
Was customarily allowed the privilege of indulg- 
ing moderately in liquor, he was above the suspi- 
clon of selling it. 

It was back in the ‘eighties that I had my 
first close call. 1 was spending my winter vaca- 
tion with relatives who lived about 7 miles out 
from town. \Among them was an aged aunt who 
was taken with pneumonia and died. The fol- 
lowing day, took the farm wagon and drove to 
town for a coffin. While there I found there was 
a small shipment of wet gooas for me at the 
express office. 

The express agent was kind enough to caution 
me that the package had been discovered by two 


marshals and was being watched. I had always 
promised myself that .no marshal would ta e 
Ire, dead or alive, and as I had a rifle in the 
wagon, I told the agent curtly that marshals 
didn’t bother me. 

And so confident was I and so determined that 
they would not get me that I put the package in 
the wagon and drove out of town. How I es- 
caped detection while yet in town I never took 
the trouble to investigate. 

After I had driven about two miles at a pretty 
lively gaft, I looked backward and saw two horse- 
men coming at full gallop. I whipped up the team 
and rattled against the cold north wind: at a 
iate of speed I am afraid few respectable farmers 
would drive with an aunt’s casket in the wagon. 
Ar. occasional glance backward convinced me that 
they were marshals and after “yours truly.” 

When I drove over a sudden rise and into a 
shallow ravine I was hidden from their view fo~ 
a minute or two. With the quickness of a cet, 
I jumped back of the spring seat, unscrewed the 
top of the box and that of the casket and put the 
incriminating package in the coffin.~

This, from the first editorial of Miss Christabe! 
Pankhurst in “The Suffragette,” was the British 
| suffragettes’ bugle call to offensive militancy. 

In the seven months that have elapsed since 
these words appeared attacks upon Cabinet Min- 
isters and destruction of public and private prop- 
erty have brought about what almost amounts 
to a rcign of terror in the British Isles. 


“The Suffragette” was founded last October by 
Mrs. Pankhurst and her daughters, when Mr. and 
Mrs. Pethick Lawrence, unable, any longer to 
approve the offensive tactics of their associates, 
withdicew their financial support from the Union 
ard took pver absolute control of the paper 
“Votes for Women,” thus depriving the “wild 
women” of an organ. Miss Christabel Pankhurst 
edits the paper from her hiding place in Paris. 
“The Cuffragette’s” circulation averages 30,000 a 
wee!:. 

Simultaneously with the first appearance of 


a ane 
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Cragg’s sentence to nine months’ hard labor for 
having been found at night armed With picklocks, 
keys and other articles, with alleged intent to 
break into the house of Lewis Harcourt and set 
fire to it. 

Immediately after this Mrs. Pankhurst made 
a speech in Albert Hall openly inciting women 
to law breaking. The grandstand at Epsom race- 
‘course was set fire to immediately after this. 
Letter boxes were then and have often since been 
pillaged in the big cities, in most case destructive 
acids being poured into the pillar boxes through 
the aperture. In one case the following message 
was found attached to the letter box: “This 
is hateful work, but the Government must be 
made to see that there can be no law or ordér 
until women get the vote.” 

The trouble really began in 1903, when Mrs. 
Pankhurst founded the Woman's Social and 
Political Union, a society independent of all class 
and party distinctions and devoted to the sola 
purpose of obtaining for women recognition of 
political rights; but there were no arrests unti] 
October, 1905, when Miss Christabel Pankhurst 
and Annie Kenney, a little factory girl, were ap- 
prehended at Free Trade Hall, Manchester, for 
interrupting Sir Edward Grey in a speech by ask- 
ing him what the Government intended to do 
about votes for women. 

The following year Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
a nerman formed a new administration. His first 
public speech as Premier was made tn Albert

Hall, London. Annie Kenney was on hand and 
with Theresa Billington, an East End worker, 
spread a great banner from the gallery inscribed: 
“Votes for Women.” They were thrown out of 
the hall. 

The first woman’s suffrage demonstration was 
held in Trafalgar Square in May, 1906. The fol- 
lowing month the first act of violence, if it may 
be so called, was recorded.- Theresa Billington 
went to one of Mr. Asquith’s meetings at North- 
ampton and on being ejected from the meeting 
used a dog whip with considerable effect.

Then came the great Hyde Park demonstration 
on June 21, 1908, when 250,000 persons were pres- 
ent. Later in the year an attempt to “rush the 
House of Commons” led to the arrest of many 
suffragettes. The famous scene in the ladies’ 
gallery of the House of Commons when Murie) 
Matters chained herself to the grill which bars 
women spectators from a view of the House, fol- 
lowed. 

At every political meeting of importance 
throughout the country the suffragettes made 
demonstrations, sometimes climbing to the roof 
of the meeting halt and interrupting the speakers, 
scmetimes throwing missiles. 

The temper of the public was now aroused. At 
a great Liberal fete at Canford Hall in Dorset- 
shire, Annie Kenney and Miss Brackenbury were 
seized by a crowd of men who hustled the wom- 
en, tore their garments and threw them out of 
the park exhausted and breat)iless. Many similar 
cases were reported throughout the country. 


In September, 1909, reports began to appear in 
the press that forcible feeding had been resorted 
to, as the prisoners refused to eat and their jail- 
ers would not let them die. 


Hitherto, suffragette prisoners had received 
the. ordinary prison fare, either of the first, 
second or third class. The third-class menu con- 
sists of oatmeal porridge, bread, suet pudding, 
‘potatoes and water. | 

First-class prisoners fare a little better than 
third-class prisoners, and may also have food 
sent in to them. 

A memorial signed by 116 doctors, headed by 
Sir Victor Horsley, F. R. C. S., Forbes Winslow 
and Alexander Haizh, M. D., was addressed to 
Mr. Asquith protesting against artificial feeding. 
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How the British Government forces food into a Suffragette. 


The women told blood curdling stories about the 
horrors of artificial feeding, but when released 
few of them seem to have been much the worse 
for it and recently there has been a strong suspi- 
cion that there has been a good deal of shamming 
b:.the prisoners and that some of them, while 
refusing the prison fare, fed on the sly by swal- 
lowing tablets of condensed food.

Phyllis Brady and Millicent Dean, two girls 
who were arrested on April 4 as “suffragette fire- 
brands,” were sentenced to six weeks’ imprison- 
ment each at the police court. Miss Brady had 
been on a “hunger strike” since she was arrested 
and appeared in court in an exhausted condition. 

When militant suffrdgettes attempted to hold 
an afternoon meeting in Hyde Park, London, on 
March 16, they were assaulted by a mob of men 
estimated to number 10,000. Mrs. “General” 
Flora Drummond essayed to speak, but her voice 
was drowned by whistles, catcalls and shouts of

A flying cloud 
of turf struck her on the mouth. 

Her companions were hit with chunks of earth 
and other missiles, their hats were torn off and 
their faces were slapped. «as a cry to duck the 
suffragettes in a nearby pond arose, the police 
came to their rescue and carried them to safety 
after what was almost a pitched battle with the 
mob. 

On the following Thursday the women took 
their revenge, by setting fires which did $100,000 
damage. The home of Lady Amy White, widow 
of the hero of Ladysmith, Field Marshal Sir 
George White, was burned to the ground in Lon- 
don and the golf club at Weston-Super-Mare in 
Somersetshire was fired. 


Placards were found bearing the words: “Stop 
torturing our comrades in prison!” and “By kind 
permission of Charles Hobhouse.” The Right 
Hon. Charles Edward Hobhouse, financial secre- 
tary to the treasury, had uttered the unlucky 
taunt: 

“Women lack the rea) 
men, who burn and sack in support of their 
cause.” al 

Some weeks previously suffragettes set fire 
to a large refreshment pavilion in ‘he famous 
Kew Botanical Ga:cens in Londen and the struc- 
ture burned to the ground. Two young women, 
who gave their names as Lillian Lenton and 
Joyce Locke, both 22 ~ears «ld, were caught 
while running away from the scene of the fire. 
Each carried a bag containing a dark lantern, 
cotton soaked in oil, a hammer and @ saw. 

Brought into police court, the magistrate re- 
fused to admit them to ball, and told them their 
offense was not political but highly criminal. 

Miss Locke promptly hurled a big law book 
at the judge, which he evaded by hastily du¢ring 
his head. She then battled furiously with ward- 
cns assigned to put her in a cell, On 
a previous occasion she pulled off one of her

The Saunderson Station of the Great Western 
Railroad, 31 miles from London, was burned to 
the ground in March. Two placards were found 
in the vicinity on which were printed the leg- 
ends: “Burning to Get the Vote,” and “Votes for 
Women.” | 

May Billinghurst, an invalid who can get 
about only on a tricycle, was recently sentenced 
to eight months’ imprisonment for destroying 
tue mails by the use of acids, glue and phos- 
phorus. Her companion on the raids, Louisa 
Gay, received a lie sentence. 

Mrs. Despard, sister of the famous cavalry gen- 
eral, Sir John French, had the option of paying 
a $10 fine, but refused and was sent to jail for’ 
1: days. She was convicted of resisting arrest 
when the police dispersed a suffrage meeting in 
Trafalgar Square. She informed the magistrate 
that at the first opportunity after her release, 
she would repeat the offense. } 


On the same day three suffragettes, Mrs. 


“Cousins, Mrs. Hopkins and Mrs. Connery, were 


sentenced to a month’s hard labor each for fling- 
ing stones through 15 windows in Dublin Castle, 
in Dublin, thus showing that militancy had in- 
vaded Ireland. 

The Government's withdrawal of the equal 
suffrage bill almost as soon as it was introduced 
aroused the militants to redoubled fury. A posse 
oi them, headed by “General” Drummond, at- 
tempted to force their way into Parliament and 
to compel the Chancellor of the Exchequer to re- 
ceive them as a delegation. Mrs. Drummond -nd 
30 of her followers were arrested and sentenced 
to two weeks in jail. They immediately started 
a hunger strixe. 

An actress named “Jackey” Melford armed her- 
self with lead slungshots with which she bom- 
barded shop windows from the top of an omni- 
bus. She was fined $10 or a month's imprison- 
ment. Against her indignant protests, her father 
paid the fine. 

In February a squad of militants smashed with 
stones the glass cover of one of the cases in the 
jewel room of the Tower of London, where the 
crown jewels were kept. They were arrested 
and sent to Bow street. As a consequence four 
royal palaces, which had been popular resorts 
for years, were ordered closed. These included 
Hampton Court and Holyrood, in Edinburgh, 
which contain priceless historical treasures. 


Suffragettes ruined the golf courses about 
Birmingham by scoring the greens with deep fur- 
/ows and spraying the grass with shriveriny 
acids. Thereupon guards were placed about Une - 
courses in the vicinity of London. A few days 
later. militants did $5000 damage by destroying 
flowers and uprooting orchids in the Kew Bo- 
tanical Gardens. Others threw lead bullets and 
fireclay balls through the windows of the Carl- 
ton, the Reform and other political and society 
clubs in Pall Mall, besides breaking rmiany win- 
dows in the residence of Prince Christian of 
Schlieswig-Holstein, a relative cf King George. 

When the refreshment hall in Regent's Park 
was destroyed by fire, the words “Votes for 
Women" were found scratched in the gravel 
near by. Baskets smelling of petroleum were dis- 
covered in the shrubbery. ) 

Finally suffragettes, after attempting in vain 
to obtain personal interviews with King George } 
and Queen Mary, discovered the secret telephone 
number of the palace and having got the King 
on the wire one of them assailed him with cute 
frage arguments. A palace scandal ensued, which 
resulted in the resignatidm of several ladies-in- 
waiting. 
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Reports Now Made Public by Tele-

N the elemental convul- | 


sions which produced the 
Omaha cyclone and the 
fMiddle West floods, up- 
heavals so beyond human 
resistance that even an 
engineer disciplined to 
stick to the throttle or a 
soldier trained to face 
cannon fire might have 
flinched, it was the pleas- 
ent and courteous young 
women who softly sav, 
“Number, please?” that 
stood forth as the dauntless and self-sacrificing 
heroes of the catastrophes. 

The reports of the telephone companies con- 
cerning the disasters in Nebraska, Indiana and 
Ohio are just being made public, and many of the 
bravest heroines are as yet anonymous. But 
there occur such simple and thrilling passages of 
feminine valiancy as caused F. A. Stevenson, gen- 
eral manager of long distance plants of the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Co., to exclaim, up- 
on reading them:

Left Baby to Return to 
Former Switchboard Place.

Ipe record of that Sunday afternoon cyclone 
iv Omaha is stil] fresh in the public mind, but it 
may be vivified by the following report made 
by C. E. Hall, vice-president of the Nebraska 
Telephone Co. . 

“Webster exchange was in the center of the 
storm’s pathway. At the first shock its windows 
were blown in and the glass globes from the 
chandeliers fell on the heads of the operators and 
crashed on the key shelves. The girls were blown 
away from the board. 

“This was only for a moment, however. They 
returned at once, some bruised and others bleed- 
ing. Thus injured they worked on, all through 
the trying hours. 

“While their locker rooms were filled with the 
dead dnd dying, while darkness settled down upon 
the unlighted town, while through the windows 
came the cries of the injured and the shriek of a 
great city in agony, while to the girls came the 
thought that their own dear ones might be lost, 
their homes destroyed ayd themselves facing 
death, through it all the poor bleeding hands 
nimbly flew and the question ‘Number?’ rang out 
clear and distinct.

There 
were few comforts, little to eat and little good 
water to drink at the Phoneton exchange, but she 
and the girls under her refused to be rescued until 
ali danger: had passed. Then one of her first 
messages to the New York office was: 

“<‘T can’t make the girls quit. What shall I do?” 

The story might be told of how Martha Falcon 
at Sharon, Pa., stuck to her switchboard, although 
it was in the path of a deluge sweeping down from 
a broken dam, until she sent an alarm through 
the valley. that saved hundreds of persons; of how 
Arline Barnell of Zanesville, O., remained at her 
post while the flood whirled by, carrying with it 
dead bodies and wreckage, and found coolness 
enough in her perilous situation to telephone to 
New York one of the graphic stories gf the flood; 
and how Elsie Weeseby of Omaha, after being 
blown against a building by the cyclone, crawled 
and staggered to the exchange and went to work.

MEMORY. 
N extraordinary case of alternate personality 
A is now puzzling the physicians of Atlanta. 
It is that of Mrs. Carrie B. Jordan, who, 
after 19 years of utter ignorance of herself 


and her surroundings, suddenly awoke to con- 
sciousness and resumed life just where she had 


left it off nineteen years ago. She recovered 
her memory in a hospital while convalescing from 
au abdominal operation. 

Mrs. Jordan's first request was that her baby 
be brought to her. She remembered this as a 
two-weeks-old infant. The ‘baby’ that was 
brought to her is now Mrs. Pansy Rowe, aged 
19. Everything that had happened in the inter- 
vening years was an absolute blank to Mrs. 
Jordan. 

This is a case of amnesia in a form that though 
not common is well recognized by physicians. 
Such cases as this are strong corroboration of the 
theory. that mind is more than matter, that 
mental processes are something more than the 
mere mechanical or chemical operation of the 
cells of the brain. Memory has always been a 
stumbling block in-the way of the materialists— 
those men who deny the existence of an im- 
material mind and regard a thought as nothing 
but a product or a function of matter. For the

This Language Is Whistling. 


HE sixth in size of the Canary Islands— 
T Gomera— possesses what is probably the 
most curious “language,” if language it 
can be called, in the world. By a graded scale 
of shrill whistlings the mountaineers of this is- 
land are enabled to “converse” over a distance 
of from four to five miles.

Unlike the old ram- 
shackle houseboats, in

the cabin cruisers are fitted with every appliance 
of luxury and are equipped with’ motors which 
enable them to travel against as well as with the 
current. : 

The most elaborate of these floating palaces is 
tre “Santa Claus,” owned by Russell E. Gardner. 
and built for him last year. It is 65 feet long, and 
has a beam of 12 feet and a draught of three feet. 
It is furnished throughout in mahogany. 

The cost of the craft was about $15,000. It has 
spacious chambers for the owner and his guests, 
Staterooms, bathrooms and a sun parlor, in ad- 
‘dition to a pilot’s house, the galley and the crew’s

William S. Thompson of 4695 .undeil boulevard 
ov'ns a cozy cabin cruiser, on whic: he and hs 
family frequently make voyages up and down the 
M‘ssissippi from St: Louis. Like the Carpenters’ 
craft, it is equipped with auxiliary e; gines. 

Miss Katherine Gratz of Kirkwood, daughter of 
Anderson Gratz, was hostess during the winter of 
a party of girl friends who voyaged in a power 
houseboat from St. Louis to New Orleans and 
back. They were several weeks cn the trip. For 
Seven successive summers Mr. and Mrs. George 
Warren Brown of St. Louis cruised about Lake 
George on a palatial houseboat.

and Mrs. A. P. Plumb of New York and their two 
sons. A prosperous and sturdy family, they en- 
joyed life at a ridiculously low expense in a roomy 
and comfortable house>cat moored at the foot of 
215th street in cae Harlem River. They were just 
as warm as if they had Leen in a steam-heated 
apartment, and there was no janitor to tyrannize 
over them. 

They were within two minutes of the subway 
station, and it took Mr. Plumb 30 minutes to 
get downtown to his business at Bighth street 
end Broadway. Mrs. Plumb found equal facility 
in reaching the shopping centers, and the boys 
were only a short distance from a good school. 
They were at all times comfortable’ and inde- 
pendent. 

During nine months of the year they live on 
the floating flat, which has seven rooms and bath 
and is called the Tortoise. The craft cost $4000 
to build, and at 5 per cent, that means an in- 
terest loss of $200 a year, or $3.44 a week. 

That isn’t much, to be sure. Eut during the 
summer when the Plumbs go on vacations, they 
rent the Tortoise for three months for $550. 
That more than makes up for the interest deficit,

The Tortoise is roomy, just as roomy as any 
small family needs. Some of the furniture folds 
up, and that helps a good deal. The sides are 
double and even when rain poured or snow piled 
up, or wind howled (100 miles an hour of it in 
February) and the thermometer went dowa to 
eight degrees above, the houseboaters werg as 
cozy within as they wished to be. The interior 
is artistic and inviting. 

The river yields ice for the refrigerator and 
wood for the fires. The boys like to gather the 
wvod. From the windows the eye sweeps & 
broad expanse of river and shore and no noisy 
or inquisitive neighbors are about to bother. 

There are running hot and cold water in three 
rooms, gas in every room, a range and stationary 
laundry tubs, bedrooms with real beds, a Hath- 
room larger than in most apartments. 

“Everything in life is a compromise,” said 
Mrs. Plumb. “Our houseboat represents a com- 
promise between the humdrum flat occupation 
ashore and the striving and bustle of cruising. 
I have tried all sorts. . 

“In the days gone by I have run wind-jammers 
into the teeth of the gale and have drifteq home 
or away from home when the wind died down. 
I owned several motor cruisers and did long dis 
tance cruises on inland waters, with the family 
and guests eating and sleeping on board for 
weeks at a time. 

“I was duly inoculated with the speed boat 
bug and used six full grown cylinders to thrash 
up the waters most prodigiously. That slim 
filer was called the Hare, and se contrariwise 
my houseboat is called the Tortoise. 

“The walls are double and the air space helps 
to keep out the cold. There isn’t a leak anywhere 
and the craft is very easy to heat. 

“Our winter wag certainly pleasant and nor- 
mal. We have owned houses in Flatbush and 
in the Jersey suburbs; but never again! This 
is an ideal life. 

“I've never been lonely, because | can go te 
see my friends without trouble if Lb care to, 
And we have a dog, Montmorency, who probably 
couldn't be induced to live in a reguler flat, 

“My advice to everybody is: Try jt.” © 
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
